Edward Johnson 


HE story of Edward Johnson, whose appearances at the Metro- 

politan Opera House have been memorable in the chronicles of 
musical history in New York City, is the story of a progressive 
career, which has been accomplished by a rarely beautiful 
voice, musical intelligence, a commanding physique and much hard 
work. In ten years he has risen steadily up the operatic ladder until 
he reached the pinnacle to which all great singers aspire—leading 
tenor of the Metropolitan Opera Company. The present season has 
been the most successful in his entire career. His every appearance at 
the Metropolitan has been the sign for a sold-out house and tremendous 
ovations of applause. 
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Miss Joan Ruth, soprano of the Metropolitan Opera Company, has 
been declared to be “the new star in the firmament.” She came to 
New York from Boston less than two years ago and made her debut 
at the Metropolitan Opera House on November 26, 1924. Her 
rise in the musical world has been unusually rapid for one so young, 
for Miss Ruth is a serious artist and a genuine musician as well as a 
charming and irresistibly beautiful young woman. 


ROMEO ET JULIETTE, Opera in five acts. Words by Barbier and Carre, after 
Shakespeare’s drama. Music by Charles Gounod. First produced at the Theatre 
Lyrique, Paris, April 27, 1867. First presented in America in 1868 with Minnie Hauk. 


Mr. Johnson and Miss Ruth will offer the famous Balcony Scene 
from this opera, which is one of the most beautiful scenes in all drama- 
tic or musical literature. Interpolated in this scene will also be the 
fascinating “Waltz Song” of Juliette sung by Miss Ruth. Mr. Johnson 
will sing the equally notable aria “Ah! Leve-Toi Soleil’, (Arise, Fair 
Sun) and both Mr. Johnson and. Miss Ruth will render the always 
popular duet, “Ah! Ne Fuis Pas Encore”, (Ah! Linger yet a moment.) 
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RIGOLETTO (Rig-oh-let’-toh) 
Opera in three acts; text by Piave, adapted from Hugo’s drama Le Roi s’Amuse; 
music by Verdi. First produced Venice, 1851; London, 1853; Paris, 1857; N. Y., 1857. 


The scene is laid in Mantua and vicinity in the sixteenth century. 


Mr. Johnson and Miss Ruth will offer the Garden Scene from this 
opera, which is one of the most popular operas in all musical literature. 
Mr. Johnson will sing as his first aria the rollicking and always popular 
“La donna e mobile” (Woman is Fickle) while Miss Ruth will contri- 
bute as her solo aria, “Caro Nome’, (Dearest Name) one of the most 
brilliant of all coloratura arias. Together, they will sing the duet “E il 


sol dell’ anima” (Love is the Sun) Mr. Johnson appearing as the Duke 
of Mantua and Miss Ruth as Gilda. 


BOHEME LA, (Boh-hem’) (The Bohemians) (Jn /talian unless noted) 
Text by iGiaoss and Illica; music by Puccini. First produced at Tie 1896. In 
English as ““The Bohemians,” in London, 1897. In Italian at Covent Garden, 1899, First 


American production, November 28, 1899. The scene is laid in the latin quarter in Paris. 


Mr. Johnson and Miss Ruth will present the first Act of La Boheme, 
the scene of which is laid in the Latin Quarter in Paris. In this scene 
will be heard the famous tenor aria “Che gelida manina’” (Rudolph’s 
narrative) by Mr. Johnson. Miss Ruth will have as her solo aria, “Mi 
chiamano Mimi" (My name is Mimi) while the most popular duet in the 
entire opera “O Soave Fancuilla’ (Thou sweetest Maiden) will be sung 


by both Mr. Johnson and Miss Ruth.
